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1. Between 2k September and 15 October , Chinese Communist, North Korean, and Soviet 
military leaders held a series of conferences in Pyongyang. The Soviet 


representatives included 1 army major general, 1 air force colonel, 1 army 
colonel, 4 army lieutenant colonels, and 10 enlisted men. The enlisted men 
were drivers and radio operators. 


2. North Korean staff officers of the North Korean Army General Headquarters in 
Kangdong (126-05, 39-09) (BU-4837) conducted the Soviet and Chinese Communist 
officers on a tour of the front lines. 

3. Combined Chinese Communist Army and North Korean Army General Headquarters 
presented a complete study of North Korean ground and air defenses to the 
conferees. The following decisions were made by the senior representatives of 
the three countries; 
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Tp construct in the Chunghwa (125-48, 38-52) (YD-4-305) area an airfield 
which will be the largest in North Korea* 

To construct an airfield in the Sinanju (125-36, 39-36) (YD-2386) area., 

To enlarge Yon * po (127-31/ 39-^7) (CV-7304) airfield near Hamhung. 

Soviet engineers will supervise all airfield construction,, Materials will 
be supplied by the Chinese Communists and labor by the North Koreans* 

North Korean naval personnel at Wonsan and Najin (130-19, 4-2-15) (FB-0978) 
will receive technical assistance from Soviet naval engineers. Najin will 
be garrisoned by Soviet naval and marine personnel. 

Chinnampo will be placed under the command of the senior Soviet naval 
officer at Chinnampo naval base, 

A heavily fortified secondary defense line will be constructed across the 
entire front, 1 

The Communists will continue their active assaults on United Nations hey 
terrain positions on the central and eastern fronts.
